(SRI)—-Miss Hisako Nakayama 
of Tokyo, Japan, has arrived at 
Stanford Research Institute to 
spend a year as an International 
Research Fellow. 

Dr. Weldon B. Gibson, associate 
director and head of SRI’s inter- 
national activities, has announced 
that Miss Nakayama, a research 
physicist, has been assigned to the 
Institute’s physical sciences divi- 
sion. 

She will study freezing nuclei 
among her first assignments.

Your City’s Business: 
Interest Rates Pose 
City Budget Problems 


By CHARLES P. BURGESS 


City Councilman, Menlo Park 


Higher interest rates are having 
a definite effect on municipal bud- 
gets, 

In late 1945 and early 1946, the 
principal cities of the United} 
States were borrowing long-term 
money at little over one per cent. 
As recently as five years ago the 
average rate was under two per} 
cent. But today it tops three per 
cent. Good but lesser credits are 
paying up to four per cent, and in 
some instances revenue bonds are 
going for even higher figures. 

Last week Sunnyvale paid 
about three and one-third per 
cent on the bond issue it sola, 
and Sunnyvale, because of the 
blue ribbon industry in its bor- 
ders, has a Moody rating of “A,” 
an important consideration to 
bond buyers. 

Menlo Park was indeed fortun- 
ate to sell its library and park 
bonds a couple of months ago, be- 
fore the squeeze got really bad. 
Our average interest rate was 2.89 
per cent, somewhat higher than 
the 234 per cent we estimated at 
the time of the bond election, but 
much better than the 34% per cent 
we would probably get today. The 
difference between 2.89 per cent 
and 3% per cent in the first year 
the bonds have to run would have

been $1342, equal to almost one- 
half cent on the tax rate. Our pre- 
vious borrowing in 1948 was at a 
rate of two and three-eighths per 
cent. 

The difference between 2.89 per 
cent and 3% per cent does not 
amount to a great deal on our bor- 
rowing, because the bonds we sold 
were equal to much less than one 
per cent of our assessed valuation. 

But where municipalities are 
selling bond issues equal to 
three, four, five, or even 10 per 
cent of their assessed valuations, 
the increase in interest rates is 
having a material effect on the 
tax rate for bond service. 

The squeeze is really felt in the 
municipal revenue bond field, 
where many projects cannot be fi- 
nanced because the higher interest 
rates impose too high a charge to 
be carried. A revenue bond is one 
issued by a public body to finance 
a- municipal utility project, with 
the payment of principal and in- 
terest on the bonds to come solely 
from the earnings of the utility. 
The taxpayers are not liable on 
such bonds. 

Municipalities still borrow for 
lesser rates of interest than pri- 
vate corporations, and the better 
known municipalities borrow for 
lesser rates than the U.S. Treasury 
(the long 3'4 per cent Treasuries 
have been below par recently). 
This is because the interest on 
municipal bonds is exempt from 
federal income taxes, and yields 
of 3 per cent tax-exempt produce 
as much net after taxes to persons 
in the middle anl upper income 
tax brackets as would 6 per cent 
to 12 per cent or more taxable. 

The tight money is due, as 
most of us know, to the unpre- 
cedented demand for loans, 
which has resulted in a larger 
loan-to-investments ratio for 
banks than has prevailed for 
many years. 

The federal reserve system has 
been to date unwilling to pump re- 
serves into the banking system for 
fear of adding fuel to the inflation 
that is beginning to be evidenced 
on all sides, and for fear of permit- 
ting another borrowing binge such 
as has produced serious depres- 
sions in earlier decades. 

If tight money heads off the ex- 
cesses that have resulted in the 
past in economic collapses, it will 
well be worth its cost to the pro- 
perty owner on his tax bill.

It is our opinion that the 
changes place the responsibility 
of county government where it 
belongs in the board of super- 
visors. 

These men are elected by the 
people and must answer directly 
to them. Regular weekly meetings 
open to the public are held, when 
anyone can be heard on matters 
before the board.

Then the board dropped the sub- 
ject; price too high! Then came 
the “experts” who said it was cra- 
zy to even consider the area for a 
park because of the rugged ter- 
rain. Anyone who wanted the park 
there was crazy, they said in so 
many words. 

Supervisors personally inspect- 
ed the site and differed on the de- 
sirability of the land for park pur- 
poses. The park commission and 
many garden groups wanted the 
county to go ahead. 

We’re sure the matter will 
come up before the county again 
—possibly at a better price. It is 
almost hopeless to plan homes 
in the area and they say the 
trees are not suitable for good 
lumber. 

Without looking over the Vir- 
ginia Mills property, we would 
think that with so much adverse 
criticism of the lands the county 
would be better off putting avail- 
able park monies into the sites al- 
ready owned. They ‘all need devel- 
oping to allow more families to 
use the areas. Huddardt Park and 
the new north county park west of 
San Bruno are the ones we have 
in hand at the moment. 

The state will do the job at the 
former county Memorial Park and 
on the Coastside beaches, so the 
budget shotld allow some real 
face-lifting of the county recrea- 


tion spots. Too late this .year?

chased but a slightly higher rate |

A motion picture, “Within the 
Town,” which presents the volun 
teer hospital worker in many dif- 
ferent types of hospital services, 
will be shown. Also, a tour of 
many hospital facilities will be 
afforded those volunteers who at- 
tend the course so each may ob- 
serve the many treatment fune- 
tions and facilities in the hospital. 

All volunteer-minded citizens 
who are interested in providing 
volunteer services for hospitaliz- 
ed veterans are invited to attend 
this indoctrination and orienta- 
tion course. 

Each volunteer, upon successful 
completion of the course, will be 
presented with a Volunteer Work- 
ers Identification Card which al- 
lows the volunteer to enter the 
hospital grounds in order to ren- 
der voluntecr services in treat- 
ment programs and in other sery- 
ices as scheduled. 

Each volunteer attending the 
course will be given a volunteer 
Indoctrination and Orientation 
manual which contains basic in- 
formation on all treatment serv- 
ices in the hospital, rules and reg- 
ulations the volunteers must fol- 
low, and a brief discussion of 
types of mental disorders.

Anderson's ‘Press Book’ Will Make

most of the editors and columnists. 

The 57-page summary of M-A’s past records and future chances, 
authored by former Recorder Sports Editor Dennis Anderson, is also 
being sold at the high school.

IT’S QUITE A BOOK. It provides a directory of the entire boys’ 
athletic department staff, gives biographical sketches of the football 
coaches, tells something about Menlo-Atherton High School history 
and explains how cheer leaders are selected. 

It gives a pre-season summary of M-A’s chances of filling each 
osition on the starting team, and what the team looked like after its 
irst drills. 

Here’s Anderson has to say about the prospects of the team as a 

whole: 

“Menlo-Atherton will field a good, representative first eleven. 
After that, there will have to be considerable improvement if the 
Bears are to develop adequate depth. Prospects for a strong second 
team are good at this time, judging from the early season progress 
of juniors and inexperienced players. However, the Menlo-Ather- 
ton system requires more than 22 ballplayers and the depth to be 
a major problem. .. .” 

We’d quote the rest of this, but we think you ought to buy the 


book

FROM THE POINT OF VIEW of news writers, the document can 
be just about as useful as one wants to make it. 

It’s got enough statistics and records to keep one writing those 
two-line and three-line “fillers” for the next six months; there’s 
enough random information in it to make almost anybody an expert 
about Menlo-Atherton’s past performances on the gridiron. 

Most colleges put out similar documents and mail them to the 
sports editors, in hopes it’ll make writing, during the season, a little 
more intelligent. 

But what happens usually is that the “press book” gets handed to 
a columnist who becomes known as a savant after a couple of years 
of pontificating with such facts as “Bailowski, who averaged 8.2 yards 
per carry during his first season of college football, should do better 
this year even though he was out of play all last season, combatting a 
case of the yaws . . .’” and such like. 

Meanwhile, the reporters who go to the games find themselves 
pressed for time; they work up a set of statistics as soon after the gun 
sounds as possible, and from these try to figure out who was the 
hero and what proved to be the turning point of the game. 

In the Peninula Athletic League, the problem is complicated fur- 
ther by the number of reporters available on any given game night. 
Since most contests go on at about the same time on Fridays, news- 
papers seeking over-all coverage have to rely on high school talent to 
give them some sort of eye-witness reporting.

Press and high school correspondents alike, incidentally, some- 
times err. At the end of a game two reporters sitting side by side 
often come up with substantially different statistics. Sometimes 
there’s not enough time, even, to compromise them and anyhow, 
some reporters have trouble admitting, after a game, that they could 
have called a.142-yard gain a 2-yard gain or a yard gain by mistake. 

The Peninsula Sportswriters Association is trying to clean up 
this situation by getting official statistics, and for this task Ander- 
son, also, is the expert.

many, many blossoms growing in 
an umkel shape from one stem. 

Reinelt told members of the club 
that: 

The original primrose came from 
the yellow cowslip, a native of 
France. The polyanthus group is 
the most hardy and easiest to grow. 
intensive interbreeding during 
the past 20 years has pfoduced a 
wide color range, from white 
through yellows, golds, flame reds, 
pinks of all intensities and light to 
deep blue. 

The center of the blossom has 
an eye of different color, usual- 
ly combinations of yellow with 
deep edges. 

Seeds can be sown in flats or in 
a protected flower bed in June 
with seedlings ready for planting 
in October. One-half leafmold and 
one-half sandy garden soil is a sat- 
isfactory planting material. Cover 
the seeds lightly with leaf mold, 
water lightly and then cover with 
burlap to hold in moisture. Never 
allow them to dry out or seed ger- 
mination will be very poor. 


Seeds will germinate within two 
or three weeks. Transplant in six 
or eight weeks into beds enriched 
with cow manure. The plants re- 
quire copious water and fertiliz- 
ing several times before blooming. 
The clumps should be divided and 
the soil renewed with bone meal 
and rich manure every two years. 

It is much easier for the ama- 
teur to plant clumps, purchased 
from the nursery. Plants are avail- 

| able in September and October 
without blossoms, while they 
blooming and one can pick the co- 
lors in February and March. 

After planting they will con- 
tinue to bloom several months 
of the year if fertilized and wa- 
tered. They will not tolerate hot 
sun, becoming yellow and grow- 
ing will cease. 

Primroses lend themselves artis- 
tically to the rock garden with 
their profusion of colors and, tong 


blooming period. Place them in in-| 


teresting groups within the garden 
instead of the usual straight rows. 

The many different colors make 
them a most interesting addition 
to the garden.

| in direct relation to the size of the 
bulb. If they are very small they 
| May not even have any flowers. 

| For instance, a triple nose daf- 
| fodil bulb may have six to eight 
| flowers, while a single nose bulb 
| only one or two. It is just as much 
work to plant the small bulb as the 
large. Bulbs should also be very 
firm and have a clean, sweet 
| smell. 

| Second, never plant bulbs in a 
stiff line, or even one here and 
another two feet away over 
there. If you buy only six bulbs, 
group them together, and you 
will have more spring in one 
spot than if you had planted 200 
in a single row down the drive- 
way. Stick to the same color and 
variety bulb in these small 
groupings. 

It is a lot of work to plant many 
bulbs properly, and I have in my 
garden the varieties that will 
thrive and myltiply over the years 
with no loss in ‘vitality. The blue 
grape hyacinths lead the list, and 
most daffodils with small trump- 
ets, like Actaea, John Evelyn, No- 
va Scotia, will naturalize them- 
selves. 

Some tender, extra care in 
planting bulbs will give you rich 
rewards. 

The soil should be loosened by 
digging with a fork to a depth of 
12 to 18 inches. Leave a new bed 
uneven for a week to let air kill 
any fungus. 

PLANTING 3 

When planting bulbs; dig a hole 
with a long, narrow, pointed 
trowel to the depth required. A 
good rule is to put bulbs in the 
ground at a depth three times 
their own size. 

I get a production line going 
with my children, for there are six 
steps. 

Lucy digs the hole, Helen puts 
in a pinch of bonemeal, Trisha a 
handful of sand, Fran twists the 
bulb down into the sand. I pull the 
soil back into the hole, and Wayne 
(age 2) firms down the soil by 
walking all over everything. 

Bulbs are easy for children to 
handle, and they quickly learn 
which is the top and bottom of a 
bulb. Of course they will want to 
peel a few, but you can tell them 
this is the bulb’s fur coat for win- 
ter.

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GARDEN CALENDAR 
WEEK OF OCT. 4 

Fall is not the time to fertilize 
rose bushes or prune hard. 

Canes that are extra long may 
be cut back as much as one-third 
their length toe prevent tangling 
or breakage by the wind. 

It is important to remove dead 
flowers before they form rose hips. 

Also, many times when we have 
a warm, wet winter, all the old 
leaves do not fall off the rose 
bushes. These leaves can harbor 
insects and disease, and should be 
stripped off before new buds 
form.

The heat has made watering all- 
important. It will be nice to be 
able to put hoses away in a month 
or two, but until heavy rains come, 
a regular program of watering 
must be followed. 

Rinse off dust and aphids by 
giving every plant a good spray- 
ing. 

This also raises the humidity 
around them, decreasing the am 
ount of water they lose through 
their leaves. Camellias especially 
need to be kept moist or they will 
drop ‘their buds.
